The Municipal Bridge and 
Terminals Commission has nev- 
er taken any cognizance of the 
Free Bridge movement. It has 
Investigated terminal condi- 
‘tions, and in due time will 
make its report, recommending 
measures calculated to relieve 
these conditions.

LONDON, June 15.—A fresh lot of 
questions relating to the Chicago meat- 
packing disclosures are being prepared 
for presentation in the House of Com- 
mons next week. Michael Hicks-Beach, 
son of the former Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, will ask War Secretary Hal- 
dane to inform the House of the quanti- 
ty of Chicago canned meat supplied to 
the troops in South Africa during the 
late war and what proportion of enteric 
deaths ought more properly to have 
been described as due to “ptomaine 
poisoning. 

Another question is Dused on the dis- 
covery in the dinin om in the House 
of Commons of a box marked ‘‘Armour’s 
(St. Louis and Kansas City) chickens.” 

Frederick EK. Smith, Unionist, will in- 
quire. what portion of the food supplied 
to the\members of the House Commitee 
comes from Chicago. There was an in- 
cidenta] mention of canned meats in the 

mrse of today’s inquiry into the South 
~African War stores scandals. 

Evidence was given to the effect that 
army officers sold 20,000 cases of canned 
meats, including three Americén brands, 
to a contractor for 2 cents a pound. The 
contractor complained that the meats 
were’ bad and returned the cases. @he 
officers who sold the canned meats tes- 
tified that he subsequently ordered the 
“filth to be dumped into the sea,” and 
much of it afterward floated ashore and 
was picked up by Kaffirs, who ate it, 
-with the result that a number of them 
died of ptomaine poisoning.

REQUEST NEW TRUSTEE. 


Birchers Seek to Remove Mrs. 
E. H. Conach. 


A motion filed in Judge Hough's court 
Friday requésts the removal of Mrs. E.

PARIS, June 15.—Walter Wellman 
and the members of his arctic expedi- 
tion left Paris today for Tromsoe, Nor- 
way. A crowd. including Ambassador 
McCormick, saw the party off.

Inspector Oldham examined the bank 
in 1900. His report on the bank that it 
was in danger of collapse and threat- 
ened to bring about a financial calam- 
ity from which the people of Southwest 
Missouri would not recover for years, 
was then read to the jury. Attorney 
Silver objected to Oldham’s review of 
his report, asserting that the report it- 
self was the best evidence of the bank’s 
condition. He was overruled. 

Considerable progress was made yes- 
terday in the trial. ; 


Counsel for the plaintiff rested its 
case with the simple introduction of 
articles published in the Post-Dispatch 
relative to the attitude of the Secretary 
of State’s office under Mr. Cook’s ad- 
ministration toward the bank and its 
officers, coupled with depositions tend- 
ing to show the circulation and approxi- 
mate value of the Post-Dispatch. 

This testimony disclosed that at the 
time of the Salmon bank failure the cir- 
culation of the Daily Post-Dispatch ex- 
ceeded 150,000, while the Sunday edition 
had a circulation of more than 215,000. 
‘These facts were presented by the 
plaintiff for the purpose of showing the

His 
life insurance was handled by Wiley QO. 
Cox, president of the Kansas City Stafe 
Bank. George Casey was indebtel to 
Cox. 
Indian Territory. The life insurance 
was all consumed in paying these debts 
of George Casey. The Salmon Bank 
never got any of it. I don't even know 
the amount. I understand it was very 
large.’’ 

The Kansas City State Bank was prac- 
tically forced into liquidation as a Ire- 
sult of the failure of the Clinton :on- 
cern. Five of the directors of the Kan- 
sas City bank were obliged to pledge 
their private fortunes to insure the de- 
positors of the last mentioned iastitu- 
tion from severe losses.

PHILADELPHIA, June 15.—Not since 
the abduction of (Charlie Ross, 34 years 
ago, has this city been go deeply stirred 
as it is over the kidnaping of Charles 
Frederick Muth, i-year-old = son 
Charles Muth, a prosperous jeweler, 
who carries on lris business in the house 
in which he lives with his family, 1632 
Columbia avenue. ; 

The entire detective force is bending 
every energy toward the capture of the 
abductor. Chief of Detectives Donaghy 
announced that the man is a New

ate, who has purposely caused his char- 
acter to become known! that 
might use it as a lever to secure black- 
mail. No demand for ransom has been 
made by him upon the father, but Mr. 
Muth is so thoroughly convinced of his 
child’s peril that he sent out broadcast 
an offer to ransom the abductor. 

Mr. Muth’'s anxiety is the more tense 
on account of the boy's having warned 
his parents of the strange actions of a 
man who, he 
steal him a week ago. Last Saturday 
night the boy Came running downstairs 
from his room, crying he had seen ‘‘that 
man’’ on the opposite side of the street. 

Raymond Hagan, 11 years old, was 
approached last Thursday night by a 
man with a scraggy beard, who asked 
him if he wanted to earn a dime. He 
was ‘told to discover the full name of 
the Muth boy, who was playing in the 
street. The Hagan boy did and report- 
ed to the stranger, who directed him to 
find out the school Freddie attended. 
He promised the boy a quarter if he 
would bring Freddie along with him the 
next day. This information was brought 
to the Muths and they warned their son 
against having anything to do with 
strangers. 

“IT thought. his fear of the man he 
had seen was childish nonsense, and 
paid no attention to it,”’ said the father. 

But after Freddie was sent to bed Sat- 
urday night he came running down the 
stairs and told his father. He was 
sent back to bed and his father 
thought no more of the occurrence un- 
til his son did not return from school.

Forged Note to Teacher. 

On Tuesday afternoon a messenger 
boy delivered a note to Freddie's teach- 
er in the public school, signed William 
Muth. and directing him to come to 
his mother,. who. was ill. The note 
was written on the cheapest sort of 
paper and was in a feminine hand. It 
aid not excite the suspicions of the 
teacher. Freddie went out and met 
the kidnaper, and that was the last 
heard of him until that evening, when 
Mr. Muth received a special delivery 
letter mailed from the general postof- 
fice, written in the same hand as the 
forged note to the teacher. It read: 

“Mr. Muth: Your little boy will be 
placed in your hands tomorrow morn- 
ing. There will be no need or any 
good of exciting your neighbors or the 
police. Hold yourself in check until 
then.” ree

delivered the stranger’s note at_ the 
school, said Freddie Muth asked if the 
man who wanted him was in a wagon.

The theory persistently maintained 
until 6 o’clock last night and. then 
abandoned was that the kidnaper was 
a former convict, who, with three oth- 
ers, threatened to rob Muth’'s jewelry 
store three years ago.

HEARD CRASH OF GLASS 





Supposed Thief Disappeared 
After Chase Along Mary- 
land Avenue. 


Two policemen pursuing a supposed 
burglar, who, they believed, had tried to 
force an entrance early Friday into the 
home of former Gov. David R. Francis, 
fired a fusillade of shots which awoke 
the entire neighborhood.

They called 
to the man to stop, and when he con- 
tinued his flight, were convinced that he 
had robbed or attempted to rob one of 
the houses in that neighborhood. It 
looked as though he might have run out 
of Gov. Francis’ yard. 

Two revolvers flashed, and the police- 
men shouted again at the man to halt. 
When he ignored the summons each 
fired into the air. Still the rapid flight 
continued, and then the policemen be- 

an shooting at him in earnest. They 
fired repeatedly, but apparently none 
of the shots took effect. 


, Disappears to the South. 


After speeding two blocks east, the 
man wheeled sucdenly south. When 
the policemen reached the corner he 
had disappeared. They gave up the 
search for him and returned to Gov. 
Francis’ house, which they carefully 
examined for broken window panes. 
None was found. 

A similar inspection of the home of 
David R. Francis Jr. was fruitless. In 
the street. where repairing is being 
done, a broken signal lamtern was 
found, but the police are unable to ex- 

lain wry the man smashed it, unless 

e kicked it in his flight. 

Gov. Francis said Friday that he was 
not able to find any evidence that an 
attempt had been’ made to rob his home.

Goodbar Co. to Move West on 
Washington—Greeley 
Leases on Pine. 


Two important downtown leases have 
been concluded by the Mercantile Trust 
Co. The Boogher, Force & Goodbar Hat 
Co. has acquired the eight-story bulld- 
ing on the south side of Washington 
avenue, between Twelfth and Thirteenth 
streets, formerly.occupied by the Ten- 
nent Shoe Co., and the Greeley Printery 
the four-story and basement building in 
course of construction at the southeast 
corner of Fifteenth and Pine streets. 
Both leases are’ for terms of ten years.

UTTING CROSSINGS 
FROM BUSCH BILL 


Everybody Works in the City 
Council on Franchise 
Amendments. 


The City Council will meet an hour 
earlier Friday to discuss the Manufac- 
turers’ Railway (Busch line) bill. Near- 
ly every member of the Council is said 
to have amendments to the bill. Coun- 
cilman Ewing alone has 13, it is said. 
Mr. Ewing's amendments provide 
chiefly that the franchise be limited 
to 50 years; that the charge for haul- 
ing freight shall not exceed 1. cent on 
100 pounds; the maximum rate for cars 
to be $6 instead of $7; that the bridge 
company pay the city, after. the first 
five years, $000 a year in advance, and 
$10,000 a year at the conclusion of 10 
years until the fifteenth year, after 
which $15,000 shall be paid annually dur- 
ing the life of the franchise. Mr. Ew- 
‘ing also provides that there shall be 
no grade crossings west of Grahd ave- 
nue, 
» The ept ordinance requires the ab- 
olition of all grade crossings east of 
Grand avenue ‘‘whenever the city shall 
require all railroads to abolish grade 
crossings.”

John R. Smith of 3086 Rutger street, 
under treatment at Kirkwood after his 
effort to end his life by swallowing an 
ounce of laudanum on the platform of 
the Missouri Pacific station, said Friday 
that the act was due to an uncontrol- 
lable mania for suicide which occasion- 
ally seized him, and for which he could 
give no explanation. 





Smith is thought to be out of danger i 


by the physicians attending him. He 
was found in a half stupor late Thurs- 
day night on the platform. Emetics 
and a stomach pump were used in time 
to save his life. 

“This is not the first time I have tried 
to kill myself,” Smith said. “I tried 
to cut my throat three years ago, and 
since then have been seized several 
times with the desire to end my life. 
Sometimes I have been able to over- 
come it alone, and sometimes I have 
gone to others and told them so they 
would keep me from it. Several days 
ago I bought carbolic acid with the in- 
tention of swallowing it, but it was tak- 
en away from me. After the desire 
leaves mé@ I am ashamed of it. 

“I have no reason to want to die. 
Yet sometimes I get the notion that all 
my friends have deserted me and that 
there is nothing worth living for, and 
then I want to take poison or kill my- 
self. Usually I want to die in some un- 
pleasant way—want to hurt myself. I 
never have been able to understand 
why it is.’’

THE PEOPLE “PAY THE FREIGHT.” 

The meat packers have attained theit object in 
amending the meat inspection bill so that the cost 
of inspection will fall upon the Government. The 
amended bill, which is expected to pass both houses, 
provides for an annual appropriation of $2,000,000 
for inspection expenses. 

_It is probable that if the cost of inspection had 
been charged to the packers they would not have 
‘borne the burden, but would have shifted it to the 
consumers through an increase of prices. But this 
would have been fairer than the method adopted 
of appropriating the money from the federal treas- 
ury. The burden is thus laid upon all the tax- 
payers, whether they use the packers’ meat or not. 
There is more justice in charging the consumers 
with the cost of inspection which assures them 
wholesome meat than in tharging it upon al] the 
people of the country. The packers ought to be 
willing to pay the cost for the benefits it brings to 
their business, ‘hey ought to assure the purity of 
their product without inspection, and if they do not 
surround their business with healthful conditions 
they should be abated by the local authorities as 
health-menacing nuisances. But there is no justice 
in making all the people pay for benefits to Chicago, 
benefits to the packers and benefits to the consumers 
of the packers’ products. i

istic policy of putting the burden of regulating 
and promoting the businesss of big corporations on 
the federa] government and of making the people 
_ “pay the freight.”

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ANARCHIST HAPPINESS. 

Although anarchists in America are not impor- 
‘tant except as they are symptoms of social diseases, 
‘Emma Goldman’s explanation of her marriage to 
Alexander Berkman is symptomatic enough to be 
‘important. 

She explains that under “anarchist principles” the 
‘marriage is an experiment, to last at least two 
years. If at the end of two years both are satis- 
‘fied that the marriage is a success, they are to re- 
‘main married, Otherwise they are to separate. 

If this is a definition of an “anarchist marriage,” 
an examination of the records of the courts in St. 
Louis, Chicago and New York, not to speak of other 

American cities, might show hundreds of such mar- 
-Tiages in the recent past. Some of them last two 
years; some less. The anarchist rule applies, how- 
‘ever, whether the period of the marriage is two

“GUILTY INTENT.” 

Through Senator Lodge of Massachusetts Ameri- 
ean railroads have had published in the Congres- 
sional Record a table Showing that it costs $2 less 
to go from St. Louis to Parsons, Kan., than it does 
to go from Paris to Lucerne, Switzerland, though 
the distance is the same. 


The tables show American passenger rates cheaper | 


than those of Europe in about the same proportion 
throughout. Other tables show that American 
freight rates have been greatly reduced in 20 years. 

This would count for much in popularizing Amer- 
ican railroad management if it were not for some 
other things. 

For example, it has just been proved in the United 
States Court at Kansas City that while the rate 
filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission for 
everybody on June 17, 1905, was 35 cents a hun- 
dred on meat products from the Mississippi Kiver 
to New York, the Beef Trust was “Jet in on the 
ground floor,” with a rate 12 cents cheaper. 

Judge McPherson instructed the jury to convict 
if they found from the evidence that this was done 
as “a device, with a guilty intent.” They convicted 
accordingly and he is expected some time next week 
to announce the fines which wfll be assessed against 
Swift, Morris and others whose “guilty intent” is 
thus established. 

However severe these fines may seem, they will 
be ludicrously small in comparison with the ‘possi- 
bilities of monopoly profits when a combination 
“with guilty intent’ has its competitors bank- 
rupted by railroad fines of 12 cents on every hun- 
dred pounds of meat they ship in competition 
with it. 

This sort of thing counts and will continue to 
count with the public until it is stopped in good 
faith, The public, in entire good faith, purposes 
to stop it, at no matter what cost to those who 
have the “guilty intent.” 
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After all, our lid is not so heavy. In Massachu- 
setts fishing on Sunday is forbidden by law, even 
when no fish are caught. 
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SALARY AND “‘PULL.” 

The right Man for police comfnissioner may be 
found perhaps among the hundred who are said to 
have applied to the Governor for appointment since 
the vacancy was announced. Or perhaps it may 
be necessary to go outside of the list of appli- 
cants. 

In either case it will be as hard as usual to find 
the right man and as easy as usual to find the 
wrong one. 

The wrong man in the past has always belonged to 
one of two classes. Either he wanted the place be- 
cause it pays a thousand dollars a year or was un- 
willing to take it because it does not pay more 
than that. 

Incidentally, the wrong man in either of these 
classes may think of his “pull” as police commis- 
sioner as well as of the salary. 

The right man will not be controlled by consider- 
ations either of the small salary or the large “pull” 
attached to the place. He is certainly to be found 
in St. Louis and though it may be very hard to 
find him at long range from Jefferson City, it is 
sincerely to be hoped that the Governor will not 
be easily discouraged in the search.

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IMITATIONS IN FOOD PRODUCTS. 

Prof. Stillman of Stevens Institute is a faddist on 
the subject of artificial foods. He gave a dinner 
recently, composed of viands manufactured by chem- 
ical means, at which he defended the practice ot 
manufacturing cheap imitation jam& and jellies, on 
the ground that it brought more luxuries into the 
homes of the poor. 
An article labeled “raspberry jam,” obtained by 
sending a boy to the nearest grocery store, was Reo 
alyzed by Prof. Stillman and found to be com- 
posed of apple pulp after the cider was Squeezed out, 
glucose, “and a few other materials.” This said 
the professor, was nourishing and entirely harmless, 
and “it brings the luxury of raspberry jam within 
the reach of the very poor,” because the price is 





| only a third of that charged for the rea] article. 


Foods of this character, falsely labeled, are dear 
at any price, because they debase both taste and 
morals. They are fraudulent inside and out. If 
their manufacture is to be permitted, the maker 
should be compelled, as is the case in a few of the 
states, to print in plain type on the -label the in- 
gredients of which they are \made, and in addition 
to use the word “imitation,” so that buyers wil] not 
be deceived. Missouri ought to have such a law as 
soon as possible. Whatever safeguards may be in- 
corporated in a national pure food law, if it should 
be passed, must be reinforced by State iaws, cover- 
ing foods not intended to be sent out of the State. 


The public must be safeguarded against poisons and 


frauds in all kinds of food.

Prof. Hodgdon was 81! years.old and 
died suddenly of organic heart trou- 
ble while calling on one of his pupils,

During Prof. Hodgdon’s service as 
Supervisor of music for the Board of 
Education, he came into contact with 
nearly every pupil in the schools, and 
endeavored to establish a personal 
friendship with them. He called on 
the pupils regularly, and death came 
to him while in the performance of 
that part of his duty. 

The cherished theory that in every 
human being there is a strain of mu- 
sic, whether latent or active, dominat- 
ed Prof. Hodgdon’s work for more 
than half a century in the _ public 
schools.

AUDITOR ACCUSES 
MISSING AGENT 


Marshall Ames, Wabash Offi- 
cial, Disappeared on Eve 
of Promotion. 


The alleged discrepancy in thé ac- 
counts of Marshall B. Ames, assist- 
ant ‘Wabash Railroad agent in charge 
of the Station at Granite City, who 
disappeared Wednesday while his 


books were being checked uP, 
amounts, according to Wabash offi- 
cials, to something over $1700, in- 
cluding the $412 which he is said to 
have taken from his desk just before 
leaving. Nothing has been seen of 

Ames since Wednesday, and there is 
no clew to his whereabouts. 

Ames’ wife has gone to her mother, 
Mrs. Schumert. who lives at 586 North 
‘T'wenty-second street, Fast St, Louis, 
leaving the pretty Ames flat on the 
second floor of a house owned by @ 
Mrs. Smith on North D street in Gran- 
ite City, vacant. 

Mrs. Ames was seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter at her mother’s home in 
Hast St. Louis. 

‘I have not heard from my husband 
since he disappeared,” ghe said, “and 
I have no idea where he is. He knew 
one day in advance that his accounts 
were to be,examined, but he did not 
seem to be nervous. I am positive that 
much money did not pass througn his 
hands. I do not believe he could have 
taken more than $100. I have no idea 
what he could have done with the 
money, if he took it. He was of exem- 
plary habits, did not smoke, chew or 
drink, never stayed away from home 
of nights, and had no bad habits. We 
boarded with my mother here in East 
St. Louis until we went to Granite City 
about a year agv. There has never been 
a time since our marriage that I did 
not know exactly where my husband 
was, and I cannot imagine what has 
led him to do this, if, as they charge. 
he has really taken money that did not 
belong to him.’ 

The books were being checked up as 
a preliminary to the promotion of 
Ames to the position of agent in 
charge at Granite City. Heretofore 
he has worked as a subordinate under 
the general direction of Wabash 
Agent J. A. Roederer at East St. 
Louis, under whom Ames and his wife 
served as Merks in the East St. Louis 
offices before their marriage. 

There was no suspicion that Ames 
was irregular in his accounts. Trav- 
eling Auditor E. R. Francisco of the 
Wabash arrived at Granite City 
Wednesday to g0 over Ames’ ac- 
counts. When Ames left home that 
morning, he told his wife he would 
not return to lunch, as hée would be 
busy with Mr. Francisco. 


Currency on the Desk. 





The two men were at work together 


in Ames’ office until about noon. On 
Ames’ desk was the sum of $412 in 
currency, which he was getting ready 
to remit to the Wabash general of- 
fices under Francisco's direction. 
About noon Mr. Francisco found it 
necessary to leave the office for a 
short time, and Ames said that he 
would then go out and check up some 
freight cars. The two men left the 
office together, Francisco closing the 
door, which locked with a spring 
lock. 

It is believed by Francisco that Ames 
returned to the office through the win- 
dow and took the $412 from his desk, 
leaving by the window and resuming 
his checking-up of the freight cars, 
where he was still seen at work when 
Francisco returned. A few moments 
later Ames came into the office and 
said that he was going to lunch. 

When he did not return within an 
hour Mr. Francisco telephoned to his 
residence and was told by his wife that 
Ames had not come home to lunch. This 
did not excite suspicion, but, as time 
passed and still Ames remained away, 
Mr. Francisco hurriedly went over the 
rest of his task of examining Ames’ ac- 
counts. He is said to have discovered 
the discrepancy as reported, and that 
it extended only as far back as the past 
two months. Then the $412 was found 
to be missing. 

Ames is said:to have been a model 
man in his manner of life. He was a 
member of the Baptist Church, did not 
smoke or drink, and, until the last two 
months, had never remained away from 
home late at night. About two months 
ago, however, he told his wife that it 
was necessary for him to wait at the 
station until the arrival of the 9:17 p. 
m. Wabash train, and since then he has 
frequently been absent from home until 
late at night. The couple has no chil- 
dren. They have been married five years 
and Ames had held his position at Gran- 
ite City since May 13, 1905. He is about 
28 years old.

Confessing Stories Told, 

Murphy’s absence was discovered 
when Charles Freeman, a West End 
boarding house keeper, wert to the 
County Jail and inquired when Mur- 
Phy would be relegsed. Murphy had 
been sentenced to 90 days on May 7 
and his time would>not have expired 
until Aug. 7.» Accompanying Freeman 
was Officer Neal, who had arrested 
Murphy and knew the term of his im/ 
prisonment. 

Freeman was informed by Jailer 
Bierck that Murphy had been released 
June 7. When informed of this by 
Freeman and Neal, Justice Wangelin 
said that he had/fno knowledge. of 
Murphy’s release and went to the Jail 
to investigate. Jailer Bierck said 
that Murphy had escaped from the 
Workhouse. 

A short time later Supt. Schaeffer of 
the Workhouse said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that he knew of no 
one named Murphy having escaped 
from that institution, and Assistant 
Superintendent Voegtli said that Mur- 
Phy had never been at the Work- 


house. 


Sheriff Thompson was seen a short 
time later and said that he had re- 
leased Murphy, and had stood good 
for the fine and costs, amounting to 
$35. Sheriff Thompson was formerly 
a glassblower and is still a member 
of their union. Murphy was a glass- 
blower. A committee from the glass- 
blowers’ union called on Sheeiff 
Thompson the night of June 7 and 
asked to have Murphy released. They 
agreed that the union should stand 
good for the fine and costs, and that 
it should be paid June 16. 

Expects to Be Paid. 

“I at first demurred about releasing 
Murphy without consulting the Judge,” 
said Sheriff Thompson to a _ Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday evening, “but 
they begged so hard that I finally 
agreed to release him and stand good 
for the fine and costs myself. 

“The boys all knew I was a member 
of their union and I don’t think I'll 
have to pay the money. I trust them. 

“Tt have released other men under 
similar circumstances, and I am. sure 
the law, at least the law of custom, 
gives me the privilege. The State stands 
to lose nothing, for I will make good 
the amount, even if I have to pay it 
out of my own pocket.” 

Jailer Bierck Says it was through - 
misunderstanding that he told Justic 
Wangelin that Murphy had ‘seoanad 
from the Workhouse. A prisoner named 
Hite had escaped a few days before, 
and inasmuch as Justice W angelin had 
sentenced Hite he became confused as 
to the names. Hite was later recap- 
tured by the East St. Louis police, but 
escaped from the officer who arrested 
him while he was waiting for the pa- 
trol wagon.
